"As far as codes are Con- 
cerned，an apartment is an 
apartment,” Said Chief Resi- 
dential Building Inspector 
Douglas Chan of the depart- 
ment of public works. In- 
law_ units，he said，are 1llegal 
additional apartments. 

There are an estimated 
18;,000 to 20,000 1legal 
apartments In San Francisco. 

In the Richmond district，a 
recent Survey by the Planning 
Association of the Richmond 
showed that out of 104 new 
biidsness in te areca 97 
contained at least three Unlts. 
City zoning codes permait only 
two units for the areas in 
which the buildings were 
tallied. 

Supervisor Bill Maher intro- 
duced legislation in April to 


order the planning depart- 
ment to Suspend action on 
applications for permits 
which exceed the proposed 
height 1limits in residential 
areas. In May he Sought to 
lower the height limits in 


residential areas from 40 feet 
to32- feetatoscontrol the 
construction of illegal units.

The height 1limit plan was 
unanimously approved by the 
city planning commission，bnut 
was rejected by the Planning， 
Housing and Development 
Committee of the board of 
Supervisors On July 22.

OBTAINING JUSTICE FOR HENRY LIU 


For East/West readers who have followed our 
Sustained coverage since October 1984，the 
latest development in the Henry Liu case - the 
trials in New York and San Francisco -is pIob- 
ably just another chapter in a Seemingly unend- 
ing Story of political intrigues，cover-Ups，and 
legal maneuvers in Taiwan and the US We 
hope this is not the case. 

For the first time，our System of justice is 
going to Subject the case to a thorough-going 
Scrutiny and hopefully，the _ truth will finally 
Surface. 

The fact Surrounding the case is well known 
to our readers and not disputed now by the 
Talwan government: the head of Taiwan's CIA， 
Vice Adm. Wang Hsi-ling，recruited and dis- 
patched Iaiwan'”'s reknown underworld leader， 
Chen Chi-li，to Silence the Chinese _ American 
Journalist. 

What are disputed are the motive for the 
asSasSination， who ultimately in the Taiwan 
government ordered the execution，and who 
Should be held responsible and 1liable for the 
murder. The United Bamboo leader said he was 
ordered by Vice Adm. Wang to kill Liu because 
of his political writings. The Taiwan- courts 
conyicted both Chen and Wang，but exonerated 
the government，claiming that Wang abused his 
power and office for personal grudge. But 
Wang insisted he harbored no such personal 
anlimosity toward Liu. 

What aggravated 
Stubborn refusal to ignore American requests 
for _extradition of all suspects and co- 
conspirators. Instead， it orchestrated hasty 
trials and convictions，leaving many questions 
Unanswered，as East/West repeatedly pointed onut 
In this column. 

Aside from these factual and_ legal questions， 
the fundamental issue in the Henry Liu CaSe， 
as far as we are concerned，is the constitu- 
tional rights of Chinese Americans. ASs we 
pointed out several times before， EEerrmyDNT Ha 
Chinese American， was killed because the 
Taliwan regime claims jurisdiction over Chinese

constitution. It is for the same reason we have 
a Significant presence of Taiwan'"s agents in 
Chinatowns and in American universities. 

What is going to happen in the federal courts 
in NY and SF is therefore of great importance 
to all Chinese Americans.， We want justice for 
Henry Liu. This means getting the truth out 
in the pending legal proceedings and dispensing 
just punishments and rewards to the parties 
involved， The Liu family is entitled to a full 
apology and compensation from the Taiwan 
government whose officials have beena convicted 
of international terrorism. 

We note with interst that the French govern- 
ment has finally decided this month to pay 9$7 
million compensation and to make a full and 
unqualified apology to New Zealand for the 
terrorist bombing of the Rainbow Warrior of 
Greenpeace in July 1last year by two Erench 
intelligence agents. The bombing incident also 
precipitated 3a major shake-up in France?”s 
foreign and defence ministries， following an 
independent investigation by the French goOvern- 
ment under the watchful eyes of the French 
PITeSSs， Even though a political Storm has 
broken over New Zealand Prime Minsiter David 
Lange's-decision to accept the deal arranged by 
UN Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar， 
we think the apology and _ compensation are 
absolutely necessary for the international 
terrorlst act. 

Needless to say，there has been no offer of 
apology and compensation fromnithea Taiwan 
govceInment，not even 3a note of condolence. 
Neither was there an independent investigation 
into the entire affair，1like the ones that 
investigated the Aquino murder and the Beruit 
massSacre.， Ihis alone makes Taiwan lookK 1like a 
Sanctuary for international terrorists and a 
government with neither credibility nor politi- 
cal and moral courage. 

We，therefore，hope the pending trials will 
vigorously uncover the buried truth，obtain 
justice for Henry Liu and send an unmistak- 
able message to the Taiwan government that ifts 
interference into the affairs and rights of the 
Chinese American community will not be toler- 
ated in the US.

A _ letter to the city board 
of Supervisors from attorney 
Sue Hestor，representing San 
Franciscans for Reasonable 
Growth，has triggered 3a pos- 
revocation of Chen's 
building permit for the third 
building in his .nearly $100 
million project， 

Chen told East est 
yesterday that he would view 
a revocation by the zonin8 
administration of City Plan- 
ning as 3a "slap in the face" 
to 3a Chinese American with 
a track record of providing: 
opportunities for .medium' and 
Small businesses in SF，at 3 
time when many firms arc 
relocating outside the city. 

According to Chen，Super- 
visor Bill Maher has propo- 
sed that there be a revoca- 
tion of building permits that 
have gone beyond the maxi- 
mum dates Set by the Down- 
town Plad. 

Chen claims that Hestor 
wrong8ly based her claim that 
no_construction is proceeding 
on the 31-story project on a 
cursory look at the above- 
ground work，while missing 
the_ fact that work has been 


continuing underground to 
link up the building with the 
other two buildings in the 
project.

Chen also received City 
Planning approval to pnut 
down the foundation of the 
third building when construc- 
tion was done on the first 
two buildings，Blazej said. 

After the Downtown Plan 
was passed in October of 
198$，Chen had a Six month 
deadline to begin construc- 
tion. The deadline was April 


17._ This was actually a later 
deadline than the one Chen 
received when he gained 


approval of his development. 

Blazej said that Chen had 
complied with regulations to 
keep City Planning informed 
about the progress in con- 
Struction and "we were Satis- 
fied.”But in view of Hestor's 
latest challenge, "we asked 
Chen for documentation” to 
Show that construction is 
continuling. 

Blazej indicated that a 
declsion by zoning adminis- 
trator Robert Passmore could 
come in ten days to two 
weeks. 

If the Planning Department 
does rcevoke the permit，Chen 
could appeal the decision to 
the Board of Permit Appeals. 
He is entirely at risk for his 
work. on the foundation of 
the third buildin8g.

NEW YORK - The collapse 
of Golden Pacific National 
Bank,，once the nation?"s larg- 
est Chinese-0owned bank，left 
thousands of Asian American 
customers jin 3a desperate 
Situation on June 21，1985. 


On that date， Golden 
Pacific was taken over by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC) for bank- 
ing jirregularitics，and many 
of the 3ccounts were _ left in 
a no-man"s land of 1lawsuits 
and countersuits. 


This month， the FEDIC 
brought the matter closer to 
final resolution when it made 
a long-awaited，final decision 
on which of the NY branch's 
blue-certificate holders to 
relmburse. Out of the 49 
holders，22 were awarded 3 
total of almost $2.9 million.

When violations of city 
codes are found，such as the 
existcnce Of an illegal apart- 
ment， property Owners are 
allowed to legalize the unit 
by acquiring the necessary 
city permits. 


However，under state law， 
Chan Said，if a property 
owner fails to bring the 


property into compliance with 
city codes within six months 
the case may be referred to 
the state franchise tax board， 
which may deny Such tax 
write-offs as property depre- 
clation， loan interest and 
taxes. Penalties can amount 
to $10,000 to $15,000，Chan 
Said. 


STATE TAXES 


The city bureau of build- 
ing inspection receives asS 
much as $100,000 each year 
from the franchise tax board 
through this program. Of 
the 6,000 notices of violations 
issued between July 1984 and 
June 1983，172 were referred 
to the State franchise tax 
board. 

Other attempts to discour- 
age the construction of illegal 
residential units have been 
introduced recently. They 
include a ban on using illegal 
apartments as Selling points 
in _ advertising by realtors; 3 
freeze on housing demolitions 
until a permit is issued to 
the property 0wner to con- 
Struct a new Structure on the 
Same Site; and 3a requirement 
for developers to announce 
proposed demolitions on the 
Sites. 

The Residential Builders 
Association has raised more 
thanm: $50,000 in recentZmonths 
to defeat the proposed freeze 
on housing demolitions. 

Joe O'Donaghue，president 
of the association of 160 
bullders，said the proposed 
freeze on demolitions threat- 
enSs to put people out of 
work. For every two- unit 
home that ls constructed，he 
said， 100 people receive 3 
paycheck.

MODEL MINORITIES 


The fiction and price of 
being 1labeled "the model 
minority” was frequcntly 
discussed at 'the convention， 
Liz Young，a 1long-time NY 
Chinatown _ activist and 
feminist， now an airlinc 
managcement consultant， was 
outspoken in her criticism of 
the model minority tag. 

In a workshop entitled，"A 
Place Called Chinese Americay" 
Young talked about how the 
Bakke decision thredtened 
ASlians,， She said that there 
arc 10 percent and 25 percent 
Asian enrollments respectively 
at Harvard and UC Berkeley. 
She Said _ this should be 
applauded，but "many people 
arc Saying we're doing too 
well -- they don?"t say that 
about Italians Or Jews." 

Young cited New York 
City's WABC-TV newscaster 
Kaity Tong，one of 11 reci- 
pients of this year's OCA'S 
excellence award， and 
reporter/anchor Connle 
Chung，as examples of two 
ASsian American women who 
were "competent，but they are 
still riding the waves" gener- 
ated by the civil rights 
movement of the 60's and 
70"S. She added that Asian 
Americans must work with 
other minorities if their 
progress is to continue.

cans. She cited the US _ Civil 
Rights Commission's 1984 
report that found that on the 
average it took 12 years for 
an Asian American to reach 
a Supervisory position，while 
it took their white colleagues， 
with  _ similar  _ educational 
backgrounds，only 9 years to 
reach management. 

Richard Ning，a United 
States Census Bureau adminis- 
trator_ from Boston，deflated 
the belief that Chinese Amer- 
icans have higher incomes. 
Chinese American families do 
often have higher incomes. 
But each household，on the 
avcrage has more wage earn- 
eTS. 

Ning also footnoted Chi- 
nese Americans” often-cited 
high educational levels. 
IThough Chinese over 2$ have 
achieved an educational level 
higher than other Americans 
(13.4 years to 12.5 years)，14.4 
percent Of the Chinese popu- 
lation Over 25 years 0ld as 
compared to only 10.7 percent 
of all other Americans don't 
have more than Seven years 
of education.

The backgrounds of Huie'ss 
photographs are brick alley walls， 
ancient irrigated fields, freshly dug 
trenches，and brick stoves fueled 
by hay.

Y ITHE AGE OF 22，LAM-PO 
也 Leonghad already achieved 

all his goals in Chinese clas- 
Sical painting. 

Beginning at age ten，he had 
received personal instruction from 
Some of China's most famous art- 
ists，enabling him to master the 
four main areas of Chinese paint- 
jing 一 landscapes, fgures, fowers， 
and callligraphy. 

In 1979，he won a four-year 
Scholarship to the Canton Fine 
Arts Institute. Twicehe was named 
the Institute's oUtstanding art Stu- 
dent, and whbile he was there,，his 
paintings received awards in China， 
Hong Kong, and Macao, and Were 
Placed in several museums. 

So when he graduated in 1983， 
Leong decided it was time to 
branch out into Western art， He 
gotastudentvisaandlanded in the 
Bay Area. 

“My purpose in coming to the 
US>”he said one recent evening at 
his SFE home,“is to see what the 
new thing 1j$:”

His success in applying Chinese 
techniques to Western themes has 
resulted in nine one-man exhibji- 
tions Since 1984.
